Please amend paragraph 27, which bridges pages 6 and 7, as follows: 
In a second control block 306, the engine speed governor is modified. For example, 
in the PI controller 402 of Fig. [[2]] 4, the proportional gain of the forward PI module 404 
may be altered, e.g., reduced, and the integral gain of the forward PI module 404 may be set 
to zero. This would have the effect of "loosening", i.e., modifying, the engine speed control 
device 1 12 so that some degree of changes in engine speed are allowed. In alternative 
configurations, the engine speed control device 112 may be temporarily uncoupled for test 
purposes. 
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
